m ade since the beginning of federal 
m ediation last S aturday.

half million dollars annually. 
A J f. hum's suit Is based on the a 1 -j 
leged refusal of the Great Northern i 
railroad to publish a rate on ore from j 
Grand Rapids to the docks at Supe- j 
riot*. After a year of negotiations he- I 
tween him and the interstate com -, 
merce commission on one hand and 
the Great Northern 
Pacific officials 
on the other, Mi*. Lum says that lie 
was unable to obtain rate, and the | 
complaint filed yesterday is to f o r c e 
the Great Northern to publish a rate 
and also to make that rate not more 
than 40 cents a ton. 
The present 
rate on the range ore-carrying lines 
is KO cents a gross ton. 
Mr. Lum owns an ore 
body 
at 
Grand Rapids and about a year ago 
he applied to the Great Northern for 
a rate, he says. 
The company re­ 
fused to make a rate to him and also 
declined to make a rate when he ap­ 
plied to tile interstate commerce com­ 
mission, he says. 
Arguments were 
advanced that the ore owned by Mr. 
Lum was not m erchantable and it 
was suggested to the interstate com­ 
merce commission that “ conservation 
of natural resources cannot he effec­ 
ted by encouraging tile reckless min­ 
ing and shipping of ore." 
Mr. Lum 
alleges that the ore is of merchant­ 
able quality and the arguments will 
not hold to avoid the making of a 
rate.
